Early Closing for Rochester Town Hall

During a regular Rochester Board of Selectmen's 
meeting held prior to the Annual Town Meeting on 
Monday, June 3, the board unanimously voted to close the 
Town Hall offices to the public at 11:30 am on Fridays 
beginning the week of June 17 and extending through the 
summer until Labor Day. The reasoning behind this 
decision was to save on paying Town Hall staff additional 
overtime hours due to increased evening responsibilities 
earlier in the week to attend various board and committee 
meetings. 

"On Friday afternoon, the Town Hall is pretty 
much abandoned," said Selectman and Town Clerk Naida 
Parker. "So for the summer, I'd like to close Town Hall on 
Friday afternoons. I'd rather the public get used to the 
idea of having Town Hall closed on Friday, since we're 
short on staff when they come in."

have to attend evening meetings during the week and this 
increases their total hours for the period, thereby forcing 
overtime payment.

Chairman Bryant noted it would be a short 
meeting, as originally the board had planned to conduct 
interviews with Planning Board candidates this evening. 
They, instead, opted to hold those interviews on the 
previous night and will vote on appointing a replacement 
to fill the vacancy in two weeks.

been, it's a 35,000 cubic foot consumption," Chairman 
Bryant said, reviewing past billing invoices. "In reality, it's 
a usage jump from 17,000 to 35,800 square feet ... about a 
doubling of the water. I, for one, know if you put in an 
irrigation system, you're likely to pay close to $1,000 for 
water. I'm very comfortable with the billed amount. A 
$600 water bill is not unusual for that amount of water." 

"It shows usage continued to be pretty high," 
Selectman Jeffrey agreed. "Either way, it shows the bill is 
still going up substantially." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to accept 
DPW Superintendent Rob Zora's recommendation to pro- 
rate the bill at 35,800 square feet as per their updated 
meter reading. 

• The Marion /Mattapoisett /Rochester Housing 
Co-Op has expressed concern about participation from 
Marion. "Last year they had a meeting and while 
Mattapoisett' s participation has increased, they still felt 
Marion wasn't attending their meetings and wasn't really 
involved," she said. "This March, when I got the phone 
call on the meeting, neither board member could attend ... 
(so we) asked Stu Richardson to attend on behalf of the 
town, to show we were still interested." 

Chairman Bryant then discussed the best process 
for appointing members to fill vacancies on elected boards 
and committees, in this case: the Planning Board as per 
their recent series of interviews with potential candidates. 
"I think what we're trying to do is take our responsibility 
very seriously," he said. "By coming up with (a set) 
process, I think we can replicate it for other (elected) 
boards. If we maintain people's interest, they will con- 
tinue to come forward and they may serve on other 
committees or subcommittees." 

While Selectman Jeffrey agreed with putting a 
standard policy and procedure in place, he had reserva- 
tions about putting off voting on a replacement for two 
weeks. 

"I do not see any reason why we couldn't have 
taken a vote last night," Selectman Jeffrey said. "It just 
seems to me that I want to do my duty, but I also have a 
life. All of a sudden we're meeting-crazy here. I just feel 
that we should (have tried) to take the vote that night."

one time, if you can," Selectman Pierce added. "There's a 
lot of work to do on these committees, and there's a 
learning curve there. I've tried to move forward as 
quickly as we can." 

"I learned a very valuable lesson last year about 
making decisions on the same night," Chairman Bryant 
said. "Asking people to make a decision the same night ... 
sometimes doesn't work." 

The board agreed to meet with two Planning 
Board candidates who could not attend Monday night's 
interview session on June 17 and then vote on an appoin- 
tee at their June 18 regular meeting. To that end, the board 
voted to set the following schedule of upcoming meet- 
ings: June 18, July 9, and July 23. 

• Ms. Enroth- Whitlock next discussed the 
makeup of the Marine Resources Commission (MRC). 
"We have an opening, (and) there usually have been nine 
members," she said. "There has been discussion of 
reducing that to seven. One alternative would be to (keep) 
eight members until attrition pares it down — they don't 
want to lose anyone (now)." The board agreed to retain an 
eight-member MRC and then simply reduce the total 
number to seven when a vacancy next occurs. 

• Ms. Erwjth- Whitlock informed the board that

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "That change will take effect 
July 1. We felt it would work out better that way." 

• The issue of people wanting to donate memo- 
rial gifts to the town, such as park benches and monu- 
ments, was discussed. "From time to time I'm approached 
by people who want to give memorial gifts," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said.

Rochester Annual Town Meeting 

June 3, 2001 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Rochester was called to order on Monday June 3 at 7:30 
pm in the cafetorium of Rochester Memorial School by 
Town Moderator Greenwood Hartley having noted the 
presence of a quorum. Mr. Hartley noted there were 180 
residents present, representing the estimated 3,200 
registered voters under the Open Town Meeting form of 
government. After a Salute to the Flag and a brief review 
of procedures, Mr. Hartley introduced the four-article 
Special Town Meeting warrant. Town Meeting voters 
readily approved the four items on the warrant: 

• $7,000 transfer from Free Cash to cover addi- 
tional Veterans Expenses under ARTICLE 1. 

• $55,000 transfer from Free Cash to cover addi- 
tional Town Counsel expenses under ARTICLE 2. 

"We continue to incur legal expenses at a much 
greater rate than budgeted," noted Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa. 

"It's not just the Selectmen (who use this legal 
account)," added Selectmen Chairman Pat Ryan. "Legal 
fees are not just paid at an attorney's hourly rate." 

• $7,000 transfer from Article 3, Line Item 3-46 of 
the June 4, 2001 Town Meeting to cover Police Depart- 
ment Salaries/ Wages under ARTICLE 3; and another 
$5,000 transfer from Free Cash to cover Police Department 
Salaries/ Wages under ARTICLE 4. 

"It's principally to cover overtime," Mr. Costa

said. "The Police Department has used most of the 
overtime budgeted for the year." 

After presenting a $500 Rochester Education 
Scholarship to May-Irene Gallagher, who will be attend- 
ing UMass Dartmouth, and dedicating the 2001 Annual 
Town Report to the late Officer Louis A. Ouellette Jr. of 
the Rochester Police Department, voters then turned their 
attention to the 24-article Annual Town Meeting warrant. 

"The budget proposed for FY2003 is approxi- 
mately $11.5 million — 64.5 percent will go to education," 
said FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. "Compared to the 
2002 budget, it's a fairly modest increase — only 6.7 
percent increase over last year." 

Mr. Costa noted the FinCom is recommending the 
use of available Free Cash to help balance the budget. 

"(This year,) SEMASS generated over $400,000 
more than we had budgeted," Mr. Costa said. "As of 
today we have a little over $1 million in available Free 
Cash. Of that $1.03 million, if everything is approved 
tonight, we will allocate $497,000 to balance the operating 
budget. There's (also) approximately $980,000 in Stabiliza- 
tion Fund prior to this Annual Town Meeting." 

After unanimously approving the acceptance of 
the Annual Town Report under ARTICLE 1, Town Meet- 
ing set salaries for Elected Officials under ARTICLE 2 as 
follows: $100 for Town Moderator (Annual Town Meet- 
ing); $50 for Town Moderator (Special Town Meeting); 
$4,032 for Selectmen Chairman; $3,077 for Selectmen 
members; $7,427 for Board of Assessor members; $17,000 
for Town Treasurer; $17,000 for Tax Collector; $17,000 for 
Town Clerk; $530 for Tree Warden; $7.43 per hour for 
Constables; 1,592 for Board of Health Chairman; $1,327 
for Board of Health members; and $335 for Herring 
Inspector. 

FinCom Chairman Costa moved to amend the

3,271 to $51,550. "Our recommendation is a 3 percent 
increase for all elected officials," Mr. Costa said. "Based 
upon the job (evaluation) conducted ... it was determined 
our Highway Surveyor is underpaid." The motion to 
amend carried via majority vote. 

Another motion to allocate $1,500 for the Plan- 
ning Board Chairman and $1,000 for each Planning Board 
member failed to pass muster with voters. 

"This town is changing and growing," said 
Planning Baord member Lynnea Walker. "$1,000 is not 
going to make or break any one of us on the Planning 
Board, but it may give some incentive to new members. 
I'd like you to think about giving us just a little bit of 
credence." 

"If an elected official is paid, they would also be 
eligible to participate in the town's insurance plan at a 50 
percent rate," cautioned FinCom Chairman Costa. "If all 
seven members took advantage of the health plan it 
would cost (between) $25,000 to $48,000." 

Under ARTICLE 3, Town Meeting approved a 
total $11,477 million General Operating Budget for 
FY2003, to be funded with a $501,169.09 transfer from 
Free Cash; an $8,000 transfer from the Dog Fund; and 
$10,968 million left to raise and appropriate.

Dear Residents of the Park Street Sewer Project 

The Mattapoisett Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners is pleased to report that the 
construction of the above noted project will finally begin in mid- June of this year and is expected 
to continue for the next 12 months. The low bidder on the project was the RJV Construction 
Corp. of Canton, Massachusetts with a total bid price of $1,940,153, which was substantially 
lower than anticipated. 

For your information, construction work will begin at the lowest point in the project which is the 
Depot Street/Route 6 area. Construction work will proceed in a northerly direction and 
eventually include all streets that are a part of the River Basin project. When construction work 
gets close to your neighborhood, information will be provided to you regarding the location of the 
sewer stub for your home. In addition, a representative from Tighe & Bond, our consulting 
engineer on the project, will be available to discuss your sewer stub location and answer questions 
that you may have on construction work. As a point of interest, Tighe & Bond will be providing 
construction-monitoring services on the project and will work closely with our department to 
ensure that construction work proceeds in an expedient manner. 

During the construction work, we ask for your patience in that there will be some inconvenience 
to you as construction proceeds in the front of your house and in your neighborhood. A specific 
construction date for work in your neighborhood is not known. However, as construction work 
proceeds, you'll see the progress and recognize when work will occur in your neighborhood. In 
addition, periodic construction updates will be provided in the Wanderer. 

Finally, actual sewer connections to the new sewer system will probably not be possible until 
2003 at the earliest. In many cases, sewer service connections will not be possible until the 
Spring/Summer of 2003 when the project is complete and ready for your use. You will be 
notified when a sewer connection is possible.

To date, the town has spent $120,000 
on legal expenses for the year, according to FinCom 
Chairman Costa. 

• Personnel Board member Richard Wisniewski 
requested the Personnel Board's budget be amended from 
$6,000 to $10,600, to give them "a little bit more leeway."

Town Meeting approved a $2,000 allocation to 
support the work of the New Bedford Women's Shelter 
under ARTICLE 6.

tion of $25,000 to construct a skateboard facility at the 
Dexter Lane park area. Park supporter Maria Pauline 
noted the facility would be 110 by 130 feet and they have 
formed a committee to raise additional funds for the 
project. To date, they have raised $6,800. 

"We will continue our own fund-raising efforts," 
she said. "We're asking the town for only a portion of the 
total cost. This park isn't just for the kids who skate, it's 
for the community." 

"What they're requesting is really short money 
for what you'll get in return," said Park Commissioner 
Gary Laboa.

Similarly, Town Meeting unanimously approved 
an amendment to the Personnel By-Law to all payment of 
Compensatory Time in lieu of overtime at the discretion 
of Department Heads under ARTICLE 13.

By-Law Classification and Compensation Plan." 

"I do oppose having a town employee as a voting 
member on the Personnel Board," said Personnel Board 
member Deb Clarke. "I suggest we have them as an ex 
officio member. I think you have to look very carefully at 
someone whose raises and salaries are all decided by this 
board." 

"Right now there's no representation for the town 
employees on this board," argued Town Treasurer John 
Hall. "This would give them one member (out of five)." 

"We did have some concerns about having a town 
employee in a voting capacity" added FinCom Chairman 
Costa, "but we basically recommended this article." 

Resident Richard Carr moved to amend the 
article to increase the make-up of the Personnel Board to 
six members, with the sole "town employee" member 
serving in an ex officio, non-voting capacity. The motion 
carried via majority vote. With that, the amended version 
of ARTICLE 14 passed via majority. 

Under ARTICLE 15, voters approved an amend- 
ment to the Personnel By-Law to include sick leave at the 
rate of one day per month for each month worked up to a 
maximum of 12 days per year. 

"This is meant to adjust the sick leave policy to 
coincide with the police contract," Mr. Costa said. "The 
FinCom does not recommend this article. We would 
rather have the Personnel Board as it is reconstituted 
come back to Town Meeting and make this recommenda- 
tion." 

But John Hall said this article was already ap- 
proved by the Personnel Board, and he moved the ques- 
tion which then passed via majority vote. 

Town Meeting voters also approved: 
• Amendment to the Personnel By-Law to allow 
three days bereavement leave following the death of an 
employee's immediate family under ARTICLE 16.

HEARTWORMS REVISITED 

I don 't believe in giving my dog heartworm medicine. 
What's the big deal? 

Heartworms are common in the area between 
Wareham and Fairhaven. This means that dogs that 
are not on preventative medicine have a high risk of 
being infected by a mosquito that is carrying heart- 
worms. Dogs do not need to come in contact with 
other dogs to get heartworms. 

I don 't want to get my dog tested for heartworms. 
If your dog has heartworms, he may die from them. 
He will also be a source of heartworms for other dogs 
in the area that are not on a preventative. So not only 
is your dog at risk, but you are putting other people's 
dogs, cats and ferrets at risk as well.

Town Meeting in the town's budget, I want to compliment Ron 
Machines for his very clear assessment of the financial pitfalls 
built into the planning for the Bike Path. At the same time, I 
would like to thank the Bike Path Committee, which has in the 
last year been far more attentive to the concerns of the abutters. 

Many of the abutters along Phase I of the path are, in 
principle, in favor of the Bike Path. We combined to make our 
voices heard because of our concern that the original plans 
proposed a "temporary" parking lot adjacent to our properties. 
Such a lot would seriously diminish our property values, and so 
burden us with an unfair proportion of the financial costs for the 
path. It was the uncritical acceptance of the state's plans, plans 
that would injure only some residents, that concerned us and 
caused us to look into the situation. We discovered that no 
money was budgeted to remove the "temporary" lot when it 
was no longer needed, so it would most likely not be temporary 
at all. What's more, there is ample parking along Mattapoisett 
Neck Road, so it seemed a foolish expenditure. Fortunately, the 
Selectmen acted wisely to vote against the unnecessary lot, and 
by doing so relieved much of our concern. 

Just as there are many costs entailed by the building of 
the bike path, I recognize that there are very considerable 
benefits. To have a safe, paved path not only offers opportunities 
for healthy exercise for all but it also promises to eradication of

stagnant pools of water often in the railroad cut and with them 
the elimination of the mosquitoes that breed there. Nevertheless, 
benefits should be measured against costs. 

One cost is trying to create a flexible deal with federal 
and state authorities, who have strict and often uncompromising 
guidelines. I experienced this in 1974 when the New Bedford 
Preservation Society sued the Commonwealth to halt the 
widening of County Street. The widening was required by the 
state before funds for sewer work in the south end of the city 
would be released. We discovered that the state officials knew 
"it's my ball and you will play my game or no game at all." The 
state refused to compromise on its one-plan-fits-all-localities 
principle and showed that it had no compunction about cutting 
down all the ancient trees along the street. The required widen- 
ing of the street by a few feet was not sufficient even to add a 
lane. What it probably accomplished was to increase the speed 
of the cars through the center of the city. What it certainly 
accomplished was the decimation of the beautiful historic street. 
My point is that we may be placing ourselves in the hands of 
uncompromising state bureaucrata as well. That could be a real 
cost. 

Other costs should be listed. At some points the 
railroad bed is not broad enough to support the width required 
by the state. Therefore, some fifteen yards of beautiful beach 
roses will have to be torn up to widen the path to prescribed 
limits as it nears the YMCA camp. The habitats of many finches, 
wrens, mockingbirds, and at least one kingfisher will be 
eliminated. To be fair, however, I should add that a great deal of 
poison ivy will also necessarily be eradicated. So there are 
benefits as well as costs. It behooves us to know both. That is all 
Ron Machines was arguing. 

In the last two years, our property taxes have gone up

about 3 times the 21/2 (percent) mandated by law. There 
appears to be no end in sight for similar raises. I know I am not 
alone when I begin to worry whether I can afford to live here 
when I retire. Citizens deserve to know what costs they will be 
incurring in future years so that they can make informed 
decisions. 

Ron Machines was arguing that without a clear 
financial plan the town would be buying a pig in a poke. Indeed 
it would be foolish to think (a) that more taxes will not be 
required to finish and maintain the bike path, and (b) that the 
state would withdraw its offer of funds forever if we do not rush 
to judgment. This is pork, after all, and maybe there is a pig in 
this poke, but townspeople should be able to glimpse it and 
price it out like responsible citizens before we buy it. Responsi- 
bility is, after all, the sine qua non of democracy. I applaud Ron

pounds or 2.31 tons of needed non-perishable food. This was 
the result of a tremendous outpouring of support from the 
Fairhaven Community for the Postal Workers Union project 
under the leadership of Gerry Payette.

With all due respect to the people of the real Baltimore, I have 
to say that the highlight — in terms of visual and dramatic force 
— of The Sum of All Fears is the moment when Baltimore gets 
nuked. The movie leads up to that mighty moment, but we don't 
quite expect it when it hits, and it hits hard and quick. The 
sequence, which unintentionally and unavoidably plugs into our 
current wolf-hour preoccupations, is handled no more or less 
deftly — or seriously — than similar big-bang moments were in 
Independence Day, Deep Impact, or Armageddon. As before, we're 
being teased with a visual of American apocalypse. It's not that 
such Hollywood devastation is more obscene now — mass death 
as a plot point was always obscene. It's that we've seen comparable 
obscenity on TV, for real, and we fear that we may see worse. The 
Sum of All Fears may not have set out to trade on the dread of the 
day, but it's going to do just that. 

If released in a calmer world, the movie would be received 
and understood, if not necessarily enjoyed, as yet another piece of 
militaristic pulp from the factory of Tom Clancy, in which only 
one ingenious American can avert catastrophe. That American, 
Jack Ryan, has presided over numerous Clancy novels and three 
previous movie adaptations: The Hunt for Red October, with Alec 
Baldwin, and Patriot Games and Clear and Present Danger, with 
Harrison Ford. Here, in Paramount's attempt to reinvigorate the 
franchise, Ryan has been dunked in the fountain of youth, from 
which a dripping and tentative Ben Affleck emerges. His 
uncertainty about whether he can shoulder a movie series 
translates well into this callower Ryan's insecurity about being 
forced into situations beyond political analysis. Ryan's self- 
deprecating instincts may be wrong, but Affleck's are correct. He 
belongs in smaller, more intimate and conversational movies. 

We've got another of those global crises: A low-yield nuclear 
bomb has wound up in the hands of a Fascist (Alan Bates,

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expostulating over a steady stream of cigarettes) who plans to 
start a nuclear war between America and an unstable Russia. The 
new Russian President Nemerov (Ciaran Hinds) comes on strong 
— a rhetorical "hardliner" — but Ryan suspects that forces 
beyond Nemerov's control may be shaping his decisions; 
conveniently, Ryan wrote a paper on Nemerov and seems to be 
the only American who understands him. Even the American 
president (James Cromwell) and CIA director William Cabot 
(Morgan Freeman) look askance at Ryan's defense of Nemerov, 
even after the bomb — stashed in a cigarette machine inBaltimore's 
football stadium — goes off and brings both countries to the 
brink. 

What follows the big bang is a great, tedious deal of rushing 
around and arguing. Ryan dashes into the fray, sometimes 
accompanied by Liev Schreiber as a dead-eyed agent who seems 
to belong in anearlier breed of spy movie. Directed, unaccountably, 
by the erratic Phil Alden Robinson (who made the sentimental 
gem Field of Dreams and the amusing caper film Sneakers), the 
movie collapses into scenes of manufactured tension and paranoia, 
culminating in one of those wonderfully dull face-offs in which 
the antagonists ... type at each other. The Sum of All Fears won't go 
down in history as anything much. As things calm down — and 
I have hope they will, eventually — it will be filed away as a 
franchise movie that avoids asking the most basic question: If 
we're worried about how many nuclear weapons are out there, 
presumably lying around for the picking by terrorists and God 
knows who else, shouldn't we be thinking about making sure 
there are fewer of the things to pick from?

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I Above the Law

For the past few months, we've all read the detailed 
and disheartening press reports citing allegations of child 
molestation and sexual abuse against children committed 
by members of the Catholic clergy. As sickening as those 
accusations may be, the real crime to me is the fact that 
certain members of the Holy Hierarchy still refuse to ac- 
knowledge their own involvement by neglecting to do 
anything when these acts were first made known to them 
years ago. As of this writing, despite the fact that a vast 
majority of Catholics believe him to be as guilty as those 
he shielded and protected, Bernard Cardinal Law of the 
Archdiocese of Boston stubbornly remains in his position, 
refusing to step down in a good faith effort to right his 
past wrongs. 

As if the irony of Cardinal Law's name weren't enough, 
his decision to place Reverend John Lyons, Pastor of St. 
Rose of Lima Parish in Rochester, on administrative leave 
this past week takes the cake. Based solely on a pair of 
lawsuits filed by two former altar boys last week in Suf- 
folk Superior Court, alleging that Father Lyons fondled 
them at a Boston church some 20 years ago, Cardinal Law 
purported to "do the right thing" by swiftly removing Fa- 
ther Lyons from his close-knit community parish. Oddly 
enough, were we to turn the clock back to 1980, 1 suspect 
Cardinal Law's response would have been to reassign the 
accused to a small, out-of-the-way church very much like 
St. Rose of Lima. Funny how a little bad publicity and sev- 
eral hefty lawsuits can affect your moral compass, huh? 

In a statement issued by Donna M. Morrissey, Spokes- 
woman for the Archdiocese of Boston, dated May 31, 2002, 
she wrote: "The policy of the Archdiocese of Boston calls 
for a thorough investigation by the Delegate's Office and 
Review Board and notification to proper legal authorities 
in cases such as this. Following our policy it was deter- 
mined that the allegations had enough substance to war- 
rant further investigation by the Archdiocese of Boston and 
law enforcement authorities and met the criteria to place 
Father Lyons on administrative leave." 

Reading this eloquent bit of spin, I can think of a whole 
slew of pithy metaphors dealing with "the pot calling the 
kettle black" or "people who live in glass houses," but I 
prefer to cite one of my favorite passages from the Gos- 
pels wherein Jesus first encounters Mary Magdalene, an 
adulterer who is about to be stoned to death. The follow- 
ing is from the Gospel According to John 8:3-11. 



The scribes and the Pharisees brought a woman who had 
been caught in adultery, and placing her in the midst they said 
to him, "Teacher, this woman has been caught in the act of adul- 
tery. Now in the law Moses commanded us to stone such. What 
do you say about her?" This they said to test him, that they 
might have some charge to bring against him. 

Jesus bent down and wrote with his finger on the ground. 
And as they continued to ask him, he stood up and said to them, 
"Let him who is without sin among you be the first to throw a 
stone at her." And once more he bent down and wrote with his 
finger on the ground. 

But when they heard it, they went away, one by one, begin- 
ning with the eldest, and Jesus was left alone with the woman 
standing before him. 

Jesus looked up and said to her, "Woman, where are they? 
Has no one condemned you?" 

She said, "No one, Lord." And Jesus said, "Neither do I 
condemn you; go, and do not sin again. " 

Seems to me that Cardinal Law has lobbed one great, 
big stone down from Boston, crushing the spirit of a small 
parish community and potentially destroying the other- 
wise impeccable career and contributions of a good man 
and well-respected priest. Granted, I don't know if the al- 
legations against Father Lyons are true or not. But if and 
when they are proven as such, I agree he should be suspended 
from his clerical duties and serve whatever punishment is 
dictated under the law — that's a small "1." 

What I do know is a great deal of evidence and docu- 
mentation has already been released proving that Cardi- 
nal Law not only knew of countless past incidents involv- 
ing other priests under his purview, but that he did noth- 
ing to resolve or stop these deplorable acts — a textbook 
example of a "Sin of Omission," if my Jesuit education 
serves me right. Yet, Cardinal Law continues to reign over 
the Archdiocese of Boston, deciding the fate of other men 
of the cloth by pointing his own crooked finger at them. 
Judge not, lest ye be judged, indeed. 

I guess it all comes down to either living under Cardi- 
nal Law or abiding by the law of the land. The latter says a 
man is innocent until proven guilty. But Cardinal Law 
apparently dictates that anyone even under suspicion is 
guilty until proven innocent ... unless, of course, you're in 
charge and then you can do whatever you want. 

I shudder to think of Mary Magdalene's fate were she 
subjected to an Archdiocese of Boston investigation today.
